April Va’ad Report

In keeping with the spirit of Passover, 
Rabbi Kahn began the meeting with a 
D’var Torah which briefly discussed 
the meaning of the four children. Each 
child represents a different stage of de- 
velopment: the wise, the misguided, 
the simple, and the one who doesn’t 
know what question to ask. All need to 
be understood and to be answered ap- 
propriately. 

The Va’ad approved a proposal to 
establish a Klezmer Band Suspense Fund 
through which the financial life of the 
Klezmer Band will be managed. 

This year, during the High Holidays, 
tickets will be required for Yizkor and 
Neilah. This is to assure that all who 
wish to participate will have a seat in 
the sanctuary. 

A large number of Saturday morning 
prayerbooks have disappeared from the 


synagogue. The Va’ad approved the 
money needed to have more copies 
made, and also to have copies of the 
Friday night prayerbook made to avoid 
running out at Shabbat services on Fri- 
day night. 

The Va’ad approved money to sup- 
port the Jewish Healing Center. The 
Center meets many of the spiritual needs 
of our members who are ill or are care- 
givers. A request to co-sponsor the 
Jewish Women’s Conference was also 
approved. 

There was a review of the 1995-96 
budget. The proposed budget was 
approved and will be presented at the 
upcoming congregational meeting. The 
proposed 1995 amendment to the 
congregational Bylaws, which indicates 
that members of CSZ shall be terminated 
for non-payment of dues and/or the

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President’s Column 


Assessing Our Future 


At our annual congregational meeting 
on May 14, we will be voting on three 
items related to the building assessment. 
As members should know, the building 
assessment is an annual fee paid by our 
employed members to help pay for ma- 
jor maintenance 
and repairs of our 
building. It was es- 
tablished almost 
ten years ago and 
Set at 330. athe 
amount has not 
been increased 
since it was estab- 
lished. 

Unlike congrega- 
tional dues, pay- 
ment of the building assessment is on 
the honor system. If a member does not 
pay his or her dues pledge (or make 
other arrangements with the Treasurer, 
if financial circumstances have made 
payment difficult), and that member 
does not respond to numerous calls and 
letters from the Dues Committee, the 
member cannot obtain High Holiday 
tickets, vote at congregational meetings, 
or celebrate a life cycle ceremony with 
the help of our volunteers and staff, and 
ultimately will be dropped from mem- 
bership. However, no such enforcement 
technique exists for the building assess- 
ment. We send you an annual statement, 
but if you do not pay it, we have no 
further recourse except another letter. 

It was our hope that our members 
would understand that this relatively 
low assessment is necessary for the 
continued health of the synagogue, and 
that the honor system would work 
(particularly because it is only payable 
by members who are employed). 
Unfortunately, this has not been the case. 
Just over half of our members pay the 
assessment. This is frustrating to those 
of us who pay; it also has serious 
consequences for the financial health of 
our synagogue. 

The assessment goes into the Building 
Fund, where it is used to pay the costs of 
major repairs, like recent roof and 
drainpipe repair, and exterior painting 
to prevent further dry rot. As you might 
imagine, those items can be very 
expensive. Even if all of our working 
members paid the assessment, we would 
still take in only about $14,000; far less

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than a major building repair could cost. 
And our building, as lovely as it is, is old, 
and has some problems. We probably 
will need to do some earthquake work in 
the near future that could run us $35,000. 
Parts of the building exterior badly need 
paint, and even a very minimal attempt 
to make the building accessible to the 
disabled will cost about $8,000. 

But why would we do these things, 
you ask, if we are planning on buying a 
new building? Well, we haven't decided 
to buy a new building, and even if we 
had, there are not so many synagogue- 
like buildings out there to be bought. 
We also do not have the cash right now 
to buy a new building. In fact, at most 
synagogues the Building Fund has a 
much larger assessment, and serves as a 
savings account for a new building or a 
major renovation. In any case, while we 
continue to work on it, a new building 
is a few years away, and our building 
needs work now. In addition, if we were 
to find a new building and decide to 
launch a capital campaign to buy it, the

Building Fund either could be converted 
to seed money for the capital campaign, 
or could pay for renovations to the new 
building. 

So at the congregational meeting, you 
will be asked to approve an amend- 
ment to our Bylaws, making payment 
of the building assessment enforceable 
in the same way that dues are. That is, 
if a member does not pay the building 
assessment or make other arrange- 
ments, the member cannot obtain High 
Holiday tickets, vote at congregational 
meetings, or celebrate a life cycle cer- 
emony with the help of our volunteers 
and staff, and ultimately will be 
dropped from membership. We hope 
that this will secure full compliance 
with the assessment. 

We will also ask you to approve an 
increase of the building assessment, to 
$40 per year. There has been no increase 
in the amount in almost ten years, and 
costs have clearly increased. 

Finally, the budget that we will be 
presenting at the meeting contains an 
important provision. As you know from 
previous articles, we are having increas- 
ing difficulty in paying basic operating 
expenses. Our expenses increase each 
year with inflation and increased costs, 
and dues pledges do not go up by the 
same amount. The cost per member to 
run the synagogue is $600; the average 
dues per member is approximately half 
of that. In the next few months we will 
be addressing some long-term solutions 
to that problem. In the short term, we 
propose that we take the increased rev- 
enue to the Building Fund and apply 
half of it to paying basic building oper- 
ating expenses. Those expenses are 
normally paid for out of the General
